I have  pleasure  in  presenting  th: 3 Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
community  in  the  Urban  District  cf  E-’c~'Ggro'/e  in  1970. 

During  the  yeai'  the  Local  Authority  Social  Service  Act,  1970,  was 
published  and  became  lav/j  This  transferred  certain  local  health  authority 
functions  to  a new  Social  Services  Department  and  became  effective  on  the 
1st  April,  1971>'  At  the  sar.j  tine  there  was  much  discussion  concerning  a 
new  local  authority  structure  and  a new  comprehensive  health  service 
organised  on  an  area  basis  vHiich  v/ill  combine  the  present  hospital,  local 
health  authority  and  general  practitioner  services. 

How  the  public  health  service  v/ill  fit  into  the  new  scheme  is  still 
uncertain,  but  it  is  essential  that  the  new  organisation  will  have  to  ensure 
that  there  is  close  liaison  with  the  local  authority  at  the  local  level.  I 
hope  that  the  present  close  working  personal  relationship  of  the  district 
medical  officer  v/ith  other  local  authority  officers,  general  practitioners 
and  hospitals  on  the  one  hand  and  with  the  public  and  their  representatives, 
the  councillors,  on  the  other,  will  not  be  lost  in  the  new  set-up. 

Rubella  (German  lleacles)  in  the  pregnant  wor:''n  may  result  in  death 
of  the  foetus  or  serious  congenital  abnormalities  resulting  in  blindness, 
hearing  loss,  heart  defects  and  mental  subnormality.  The  Joint  Committee 
on  vaccination  and  immunisation  recoimnended  that  rubella,  vaccination  should 
be  offered  to  girls  between  their  11th  and  i4th  birthdays  with  priority  being 
given  at  first  to  13  yecir  olds  to  ensure  that  they  would  be  protected  before 
leaving  school.  The  rubella  vaccination  campaign  commenced  in  September, 
parents  being  given  the  option  of  having  their  children  vaccinated  either 
at  school  or  by  the  family  doctor.  It  is  pleasing  to  knoivr  that  in  the 
future  there  v/ill  be  so  much  less  anxiety  and  suffering  because  of  this 
simple  procedure. 

The  shortage  of  r:casles  va.ccinc  in  19^9  unfortunate  and  it  was  not 

till  June  1970  that  adequate  supplies  became  available.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  709  children  ccmnlcted  a priniary  course  of  vaccination  in  the  District. 
The  disease  itself  can  occasicr.ally  have  very  serious  consequences,  such  as 
hearing  loss,  and  it  is  honed  that  more  and  more  parents  will  respond  to  the 
publicity  given  to  measles  vaccination. 

Fluoridation  coimtienced  in  July,  1970  through  the  Uildnioor  Station  to 
the  Catshill  an  1 Lickoy  areas  of  the  District,  The  Billington  (Blakedown) 
Station  is  expect'd  to  start  f'  'idation  at  the  end  of  1971,  while  the  Burcot 
and  Washingstocks  stations  will  commence  at  the  end  of  1972.  At  that  time 
the  water  supply  to  the  '.'hole  of  tiie  District  v/ill  be  fluoridated.  Samples 
of  watf.r  from  the  East  Uorcestersh ire  V/aterworks  Company  were  taken  by  the 
County  Health  Department  and  wore  found  to  be  satisfactory.  We  pan  expect 
that  .'■m-’l  childr<.n  i 1 I bc-neiit  most  from  fluoridation  with  the  result  that 
in  time  the  d.  iit  .]  health  of  tlie  community  will  bo  considerably  improved  with 
a conMefjin-nt  r-.aving  in  the  co.;t  of  the.-  national  health  services.

At  the  same  time  there  is  c^n  increasingly  urgent  need  for  the  re-use 
of  paper,  both  printed  matter  and  containers  of  all  shapes  and  sizes.  The 
earths  resources  of  timber  are  considerable,  but  not  inexhaustable , and  may 
thej-e  not  be  a time  when  a future  generation  finds  itself  in  a world  subject 
to  deforestation,  erosion  and  flooding? 

Population  GroA\rth  and  Housing 

On  pages  3 and  A I present  grapl's  showing  the  population  growth  and 
number  of  houses  in  the  District  in  recent  years.  At  the  same  rate  of 
increase,  which  is  not  unlikely,  the  anticipated  population  in  198O  and 
the  number  of  homes  that  v;ill  be  needed  for  the  community  are  indicated. 

The  pill  and  family  planning  is  already  having  an  effect,  as  evidenced  by 
the  steady  decline  in  the  birthrate  and  by  the  fall  in  the  number  of  persons 
per  house.  So  the  trend  generally  should  be  for  more  but  smaller  units  of 
accommodation  for  smaller  familieso 

While  the  population  has  increased,  the  number  of  deaths  each  year 
has  hardly  changed  for  some  years.  Obviously,  there  will  be  increasing 
numbers"  of  old  people  with  the  probability  that  more  and  more  houses  will 
be  under  occupied.  This  is  a difficult  human  problem,  but,  nevertheless, 
serious  thought  will  need  to  be  given  to  it  in  the  near  future. 

The  statistics  contained  in  this  report  are  self  evident  and  do  not 
need  any  comment.  Suffice  to  say  that  the  health  of  the  community  is  very 
good  and  the  services  available  to  them  are  of  a high  standard.  They  live 
in  a rather  pleasant  part  of  Worcestershire  and  it  is  up  to  them  to  keep  it 
so. 

There  was,  however,  one  very  unhappy  incident  during  the  year.  In 
October  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Psittacosis  resulting  in  one  death  and  two 
seriously  ill  cases  in  one  family,  and  a fourth  case,  a lady  who  worked  in 
a pet  store.  These  four  cases  resulted  from  infection  by  recently  imported 
parreikeets,  Tw^o  further  cases  were  subsequently  t-..cGd  and  resulted  from 
infection  by  another  sick  birdn 

Many  problems  were  brought  to  light  by  the  outbreak  and  I hope  that 
these  have  now  been  satisfactorily  resolved  at  a recent  meeting  at  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Secur  .ty  in  London. 

It  is  nov/,  with  very  much  regret,  that  I must  say  that  this  will  be  my 
last  Annual  Report  to  the  Council  as  I have  to  retire  due  to  ill-health. 

The  last  fourteen  years  I have  v;orked  here  have:  been  a very  happy  and 
rewarding  period  of  my  life.  I have  been  lucky  to  enjoy  so  much  friend- 
liness and  co-operation  from  the  Councillors,  officers  of  the  Council,  Health 
Visitors,  Teachers,  and  all  the  members  of  the  public  I have  met  in  the 
course  of  my  duties.  I am  especially  grateful  to  the  innuiaerable-'  children 
of  Bromsgrove,  some  nov/  parents  themselves,  for  the  many  happy  days  I have 
spent  in  their  company,  either  at  schools  or  at  clinics. 

I must  also  thanlt  Dr.  Pickup,  and  latterly  Dr.  Willins,  and  the  staff  of 
the  County  Health  Department,  together  with  my  colleagues  in  the  other  Districts 
of  the  County  for  their  invaluable  assistance  from  time  to  time. 

Lastly,  I am  particularly  grateful  to  Mr.  Holden  (retired)  and 
Mr,  Burford,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
staff  of  the  Health  Department,  both  past  and  present,  for  their  unfailing 
loyalty  and  support.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  of  the  v/ork  carried  out  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  1970.  ^ 

MEAT  and  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  1970  at  the  two 
slaughterhouses  in  the  District  was  47,424,  being  a reduction  of  some  4,000 
aninia.ls  on  the  total  number  slaughtered  in  19^9  and  the  lovrest  number 
slaughtered  in  any  year  since  the  opening  of  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  in 
196  2,  Again  the  reduction  occurred  at  the  j-ublic  Slaughterhouse  and  v/as 
due  principally  to  a further  decrease  in  the  slaughter  of  sheep  and  a.lro 
to  a decrease  in  the  slaughter  of  pigs.  The  total  weekly  average  'kill' 
at  both  slaughterhouses  v/as  2C0  cattle,  7 calves,  346  sheep  and  278  pigs. 

Comparable  figures  of  total  animals  slaughtered  in  previous  years 
are  as  follov/s:-

/All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  for  fitness  for  human  consum- 
ption and  during  the  year  approximately  56  tons  of  meat  v/as  surrendered  as 
unfit.  Details  of  the  meat  condemned  are  given  in  tabulated  form  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  approximately  68%  of  meat  condemned  was  due  to 
parasitic  conditions.  The  apparent  large  amount  of  meat  condemned  is  to 
be  expected  when  one  considers  the  lar^ge  amount  of  meat  of  manufacturing 
quality  v/hich  is  slaughtered.  Of  l4,589  cattle  slaughtered  evidence  of 
tuberculosis  was  found  in  only  one  animal  and  sv/ine  fever  was  absent  in  the 
l4,4_7Q_pigs  slaughtered.  These  figures  again  confirm  the  value  of  eradic- 
ation policies  for  these  diseases.  Full  details  of  any  bovine  animal  affected 
> ith  tuberculosis  are  forwarded  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  food  for  investigation  at  the  farm 
concerned. 

It  is  occasionally  necessa.ry  to  resort  to  bacteriological  or 
Histological  examination  of  post  mortem  sjjecimens  to  determine  the  fitness 
or  otherwise  of  a carcase  and  during  the  year  twelve  specimens  were  submitted 
for  examination  to  I-ublic  Health  Laboratory,  Worcester.  In  addition  routine 
rectal  s^wabs  are  from  time  to  time  taken  from  pigs  iuim „diately  following 
slaughter  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  48  s’t/abs  exam- 
ined, salmonella  panama  ’.-/as  isolated  from  five  sv/abs.  Again  I express  my 
thanks  to  Dr.  R.  J.  Henderson,  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
his  valued  assistance  and  advice. 

- - Construction  of  new  lairage  and  office  accommodation  at  the  Public 
Slaughterhouse  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  Council  had  operated  the  public  slaughterhouse  since  its 
completion  in  I962,  but  foilov/ing  negotiations  with  D.  T.Duggins  Limited, 
the- -pr-incipaT  -users the  pr-eimi-ses  were  leased  to  them  with  effect  from 
1st  April,  1970,  the  lessees  being  responsible  for  repairs  and  maintenance 
and  management  of  the  slaughterhouse.  The  premises  remain  a public  slaughter- 
house and  -the  terms  of  - the- -lease  fully  safeguard  local  butchers  wishing  to 
use  the  premises.

The  above  Regulations  exter  d the  pov/ers  of  inspection  and  detention 
of  inporte'd  moat  I'hich  had  p'aevious.ly  boon  enforced  by  port  heoiith  authorities 
to  inland  local  authorities  in  certain  circumstances » The  regulations  were 
made  necessary  duo  to  the  rapid  grov/th  of  convaincrisaticn  of  imported  food. 
L'here  iiiported  food  is  unloaded  in  the  district  of  a port  health  authority 
or  local  authoi'ity  and  it  is  expedient  that,  having  regard  to  the  nature  of 
the  container,  oxan'inat ion  of  ahe  food  shouin  be  deferred  until  it  reaches 
its  destination,  then  subject  to  certain  safeguards,  examinat icn  of  the  food 
is  carried  cue  by  the  local  authority  at  the  place  of  destination.

'oultry  inspection  is  carried  out  on  lines  indicated  in  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  22/6l  by  a system  of  .-crutiny  of  birds  by  experienced  employees 
in  the  industry,  v/ith  resort  to  local  authority  advice  as  required.  Less 

than  1;0  of  birds  are  rejected  as  being  unfit  for  iiunian  consumption. 

On  the  1st  January,  1970,  the  Slaughter  of  Poultry  j.ct  19^7  came 
into  operation  by  v/hich  turkeys  and,  domestic  foul  intended  for  sale  for 
liuman  c:  nsuuiption  have  to  be  sla.ughtered  by  certain  methods,  v/hich  include 
dislocation  of  the  neck  ano:  decapitation  unless  the  bird  is  first  stunned 
by  an  electrically  operated  instruiv.ent . Local  authorities  have  to  register 
''ll  premises  ..’here  birds  arc  stunned  .uefore  slaughter.  One  establishment 
only  is  registered  in  thc;  Listi'ict.

Part  III  of  the  Mousing  ^.ct  19^9  introduced  a nev;^  system  governing 
the  rtnts  of  ^:rivately  rented  dwellings  \/hich  have  been  brought  to  a satisf- 
actoi'y  standard. 

here  the  qualifying  standard  is  attained,  controlled'  tehancies 
are  convi_rttd  to  regulated  tenancies , 

The  chief  responsibilities  of  local  authorities  in  relation  to 
the  rent  provisions  is  to  deal  .ritli  applications  for  certificates  relating 
to  the  state  of  thv^  d.iellinc  v/here  it  is  let  on  a controlled  tenancy.  Tv/o 
types  of  case  are  dealt  './ith,  the  first  being  where  the  dv/elling  already  had 
all  the  standai'd  amenities  at  the  corninencement  of  the  /.ct  and  the  second 
being  wiiere  th^  dwelling  is  to  be  provided  i^^ith  one  or  r/rore  standard  amenities 
after  ccininonceuient  of  the  ..ct.  The  qualifying  conditions  are  that  the 
dwelling  has  all  the  standard  amenities  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  occupants, 
that  it  is  in  good  repair,  having  regard  to  its  age,  character  and  locality 
and  disregarding  internal  decorative  repair,  and  that  it  is  otherwise  fit 
for  human  habitation. 


During  the  year  39  applications  ’/ere  received  in  respect  of  houses 
already  possessing  all  standard  amenities.  Of  these  17  qualification 
certificates  were  issued  and  the  remaining  22  appl  icatiohs ' v/ere  still  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Gix  applications  v^^ere  received  in 
respect  of  houses  requiring  the  provision  of  one  or  more  standard  amenities 
and  in  each  case  a certificate  of  provisional  approval  was  issued,  during 
the  year  The  system  adopted  had  operated  smoothly  but  the  great  majority 
of  applications  have  necessitated  substantial  repairs  being  carried  out  in 
order  to  satisfy  the  qualifying  conditions. 


5 .Improvement  Grants 

The  1969  '‘Ct  has  given  a more  generous  level  and  scope  of  assist- 
ance for  the  improvement  and  conversion  of  divellings.  Encouragement  is  now 
given  to  owners  to  brin^  property  to  the  full  standard  by  giving  financial 
assistance  for  essential  repairs  carried  cut  in  conjunction  v/ith  improvements. 
The  response  of  owners  of  houses  to  these  more  genejous  provisions  of  financial 
assistance  is,  gra.tifying  as  shov/n  by  a ccnsidcrable  increase  in  the  number 
of  applications  approved  in  1970  for  both  standard  and  discretionary  grants. 
Tfio  nurr.'oer  of  enquiries  received  concerning  improvement  grants  shows  a much 
wider  public  interest  in  the  i;... provement  of  houses. 

Imprcvernent  Grants  (Discretionary)
